Several stockbolder® in the bank applind
Ww the court for orders on the recelver
glve them certifieates of deposit represonting
money they had on deposit in bank ot
the time the bank failled. It was repre-
sented to the court that & number of the
stockholdera had deposits of this nature and
thiat the recelver had refused to Iwsue cer-
tificates of deposit to stookholders, eaying
that he would hold thelr deposits to make
good all or part of the Habllity agalnst the
atockholders on aceount of the claims of
other creditors. It was also represented that
the recelver had lssued certificates of deposit
to deponitors who were not stockholders

In giving him declslon I this matter Judge
Keysor miid that the recelver had no right to
bring suits agalnst stockholders, except a®
the statutes provided: He then read from
the etatutes to show that the recelver had a
right to bring suits against stockholders,
a9 soon as he was sallsled that the bank was
insolvent, for their etntutory lHability, but
ho muast first filo with the court a report to
the effect that the asseta of the bank were
not sufficlent to meet the Habilitles. The
Judge sald that no such report had beon filed
and the recelver could niot Lring sult until
that wae done. For the same reason, the
court held, the recelver could not hold the
money of the stockhollers, Such action
would be diserimination aga'ner sueh stock-
holders ns had deposite. Al deposltors must
be treated allke, whether stockholders or
not. On the other had, the court enld, It
was nol right that deposits should be re-
turned (o Insolvent stockholders. 1n the cas
of the John L. Miles estate the court sald
this estate might be found to ba lable for
sovern] thousmd dollars, yet It was well
known that the estate is lnpolvent, and It
shmed ke paylog out the mevey of the

editors of the bank to fssue a certificate of
deposit to this estate. Tle court suggested
that the recelver might lssie non-nezotiable
certificates of depositsuntil he eould properly
bring sulte against the!'stockholders for thelr
Hubility, J

Another suft, In which the receiver of the
samo bank was defendiant, was a suit brought
by Andrew L. Miles, as oxecontor of the es-
tate of John L. Mlies. It was represented
that Andrew Miles had deposited in the
bank the sum of $2000, tp be uszed for the
purpose of paylng for imasses, to be sald
for the repose of the soul of John L. Miles,
In aceordance to the terms of the latter's
will.  This money hpd been partially drawn
out at the time of fhe [ailure of the bank
and thes recelver Efd refused to lssue n
cortificate of depos op the ground that
the estate of John Miles was lable for
stock of the bank, s.hrl }hnt the estate wask
ingolvont, The court faind that the deposit
was maide by Andrew L. Mlles, as executor,
and could not be held for the Indebtedness
on the stock of John L. Milea.

In another suit brought by Andrew L.
Milee agninst the regejver, It appearod that
Andrew Miliez, In béhalt of the minor helrs
of John L. Mliles, appliad for an order an the
recelver for a cprtificate t!l’ leposit for certaln
money depogited In, the ank by the sald
minors, and”'for which the reodiver bad re-
fused to {esuo certificates on the ground that
it should be held to apply on. unpaid sub-
scriptions for stock held by sald minors,
The court said that the welght of authorities
was to the effeot that minors cannot be
held for unpaid subscriptions, The bank
had no right, the court held, to accept sub-
scriptions of stock from ml:mrs and the ap-
plication was granted, rrquirinx the receiver
to Issue the certificates asked for.

Not for n Court of Eguitly.

Judge Keysor passed on one phase of the
sult brought by the Plrst National bank
agalnat Charles F. Gooadman and others. The
case came up on & motion to consolldate thia
case with a case brought by Mrs, Goodman
against the bank to recover $30,000 Insurance
on the life of Mr., Goodman which, it was
aileged, the bank holds without aeuthority,
The court stated the case briefly, to the
effect that Goodman, during his lifetime,
borrowed $50,000 from the bank, giving as
security cellateral In the shape of mortgages,
stock in his brickyvard, and several life in-
surance policles, payabla to his wife and
duly assigned by her to the bank. Payment
on the notes for the $60,000 defaulted and
suit was brought. Mrs. Goodman was made
i party to the suit. Tou life insurance money
not belng avallable, Mr. Goodman belng still
alive, It was not Included in the suit. About
this time Goodman and then the bank at-
templed to carry out an agreement which
was clalmed to have been made with Good-
man during his lifetime, to the efect that,
it the insurance money was used by the
bank to apply on the notes, the stoclis and
mortgages should be returned to Mrs. Good-
men., Mrs, Goodman was not a party to
this arrangement, but she could have clalmed
the stocks and bonds at this time, according
to the statement of the eourt, but ghe elected
to commence sult for the recovery of the In-
surance money from the bank. The Insur-
ance money had bepn collegted by the bank
and had been applled on the notes, The mo-
tlon to consolidate the two cases was over-
ruled, the court holding that the plaintil in
the suit agalust the bank should be allowed
a trial by jury, as she had elected, and

= {1ARD ON THE WEAK TROUPES

Horeafter Thoeatrical Poople Must Pay
Standard Railrond Fare,

RATE OF 2 CENTS PER MILE ABOLISH D

Resnlt of n Declston Dy the Intersinte
Commerce Commiasion—=Loenl
Aments Gind the Season is
Ending.

“I'e a mighty good thing the theatrical
season s drawing so noar to a close,” sald
a prominent rallrond man to a Dee roporter
sestonday. "'If thore were many more months
of the searon the halr of every agent who
makes a #peciaity of golng after (heatrical
business would turn gray; as (Lt s now they
aren’t able to wleep o wink.

“This remarkable condition of affairs In
rallwny clrelen has been Brought about by
the recent Brown declslon in the United
Btatea supreme court and the understanding
that the Interstats Commerce commission
has detectives all over the ecountry. An
agent who goes to solicit the trade of a
theatrical or opera manager now-a-days Is
B0 sonred that he Jumps at his own shadow,
fearing that every strange man he seos may
represent the commission, which hae just had
unlimited authority conferred upon 1t.*°

From the days whon the original “Uncle
Tom's Cabin® company war an the road, rail-
ronds have granted theatrieal troupes a rate
of 2 cents a mile, Other favors and conces-
glong may have been sometimoes glven in ad-
dition to the 2 cent rate, but the latter haw
alwnys been readlly extended to the travellng
Thesplana,

The stand the Intersiate Commerce com-
mission has taken against every form of
daerimination, coupled with Its unexpected
cnlamement of authority, has practieally
knocked the 2 cent rate according to the-
atrical companies higher than Mr, Gllroy's
proverblal kite. A few months ago all the
wistern lines withdrew Lhelr party ratoa
Previous to this action a rate of 2 contea  mile
was cheerfully given o any party contilin-
Ing ton or more persons.  The abuse of this
rate, however, grow to be so enormous that
the western roade agreed to withdraw it
altogether. At that time, though, It was
agresd “under the hat' that theatrieal ecom-
panies would be taken care of at the old rate
-2 cents o mile,

This Is the way things have
along for the past fow mcnths, None of the
roads admit that they hiave made any dis-
eriminations In favor of thealrionl companigs,
but it I8 generally understood that the old
rate of 2 cents per mile continued for the
Thespinnas after it was withdrawn from the
traveling publie. The reason party mtes
were abollshied was becavse of the large
profita thar were steadily pouring into the
sealpers' offices by the smooth manipulation
of party tlekets, In selling party tickets to
theatrical troops no danger of the séalpers
seeuring the tickets and manipulating them
to thelr advantage was feared by the rall-
way men, and accordingly the favor of 2
conts o mile was cot withdrawn from the
{tinerant bands of actors.

Now the Interstate Commerce commisslcn
han decrecd that elther the party rate of 2
conts per mile must be extended to every
company of ten that may ask for it or musat
be withdrawn from the actors. The latter
s the courss that has been pursied by the
rallronds, though 1t 18 strongly sispected by
some railroaders that recourse o the former
Ime of actlon will soon follow. All the
local lines have recelyed orders, warning the
accoptance of any theatrieal buslness by any
agent of the road at the rate of 2 ctite o
mlle. There are very few, If any, agents In
Omnha, as anxious as they are to carry
the actors, who are willing to
offer transportation at the old rates
The agents all declare that they are accept-
ing no theatrical business at less rates than
3 cents m mile stralght, but whether or not
other concesslpns not formerly allawed are
belng granted it {s diflioult to say. With
through business to the Paeific coast it
does not make so much difference, as the
regular round trip faye |s less than theatrical
rutes would be. The actlon of the roads
principally affects those companies of Hmited
resources which travel but short distances
at a time,

This actlon will be a hard and in many
casos A fatal blow to theatrlcal companies,
and will have the effect of disbanding or
calling In of many of the weaker companies,
to whieh rallroad fare is the most important
Item in the dally bill of expenses. For a
company of twenty people travellng fifty
miles a doy the total fare at the old rate
would be $20, while at the regular rate of 3
cents per mile the fare for the same dis-
tance will be 230, or n Aifference of £10 a
day to o company of twenty people making n
fifty-mlilo “*jump’ a day.

I believe that this will prove to be n
good thing,'"” maid Manager Burgess of the
Creighton theater yesterday afternoon, In
speaking of Lthe abolition of the 2-cent per
mlle rate heretofore accorded theatrical com-
panies. *T belleve the result of the decision
to make theatrical compuwnies pay 3 cents
per mile will bs to force out of business tho
lowest grade shows The first-class com-
panies can casily afford to pay the rate of 8
cents per mile. The only ones to be affected
by the action will be the companies without
which we would be better off, 1 have not
heard that the actlon has ecaused any com-
panies to dishand, In fact, I have not heard
of the matter in a thestrieal way at all,™

When a judgment 8 issued agninst the
awner, the fact iy recorded on the debit side,
A glance at the ledger balance shows at any
time the condition of the properlty In gues-
tion.
